38 arrested 
in drugs raids 


Thirty eight people have been arrested in the 
last week as police target those people sus¬ 
pected of being involved in the supply of 
drugs in Northampton.

23 drug warrants at properties across the 
town.

‘miracle’ rescue

They had managed to activate a dis¬ 
tress call before they leapt off the ship. 

They were picked up by a tanker was 


on its way to Mexico. It managed to 
rush to the area and pluck the cou¬ 
ple from their raft. 

Mr Rorke, 55, said: “We really did 
not think we were going to live. 

“It is nothing short of a miracle 
that we are still here and have sur¬ 
vived. It was life and death. 

“We’re very grateful and we are very 
lucky.”

The Edgar Mobbs War Memorial at Frank¬ 
lin’s Gardens. This used to be in The market 
Place but was moved to its present location 
in 1937. Edgar Roberts Mobbs DSO was 
killed in battle in July 1917 at Zillebeke 
during the Third Battle of Ypres.

CCTV is being examined 
to identify who tipped 
something into the water. 

The fountain was recently 


reopened after a refurbish¬ 
ment following the closure 
of the original fountain in 
2012, which was turned off 
after traces of legionella 
were found in the water. 

A Northampton Borough 
Council spokesman said: 
“We were alerted on 


Monday to the bubbles in 
the fountain, which have 
been caused by someone 
adding something to the 
water deliberately. 

“We can confirm this also 
happened on Saturday. We 
will be examining CCTV to 
identify the person who has 


done this and report them 
to the police. 

“Apart from the costs 
involved from cleaning up 
after this sort of anti-social 
behaviour, we know people 
enjoy the fountain and it is 
a shame their enjoyment is 
spoiled in this way.” 


MP says Bradlaugh 
Fields was ‘nuked’

Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis has taken the 
damage caused to 
Bradlaugh Fields to the 
top. 

The MP is in direct con¬ 
tact with the chief execu¬ 
tive at Anglian Water to 
solve this problem which 
resulted in two ponds at the 
park being drained and a 
large stretch of hedgerow 
being destroyed. 

Mr Ellis said: “I am 
appalled at what happened 
as there has been damage 
to the ancient hedgerow. 

“I went to see the area and 


it looks liked it has been 
nuked. 

“They (Anglian Water) 
have carried out work and 
gone about it like a bull in a 
china shop.” 

A spokesperson for 
Anglian Water said: “Since 
customers alerted us to a 
change in the pond levels at 
Bradlaugh Fields we have 
investigated to see if there 
is any link to the damaged 
water main we repaired 
recently. 

“The repair to our dam¬ 
aged water main was com¬ 
pleted to a high standard, 
and in consultation with 
the Environment Agency 
and Reserve Manager. 

“Following our investiga¬ 


tions we believe we can 
rule out any impact of this 
repair on the natural 
hydrology in the area. 

“We are therefore left to 
conclude that it’s possible a 
long-running, trick¬ 
ling leak from the 
damaged pipe 
was adding to 
natural ground- 
water to keep 
the ponds 
topped up. 

“Once we 

repaired the 

damaged pipe, we 
effectively stopped 
this water filtering under¬ 
ground and rising up in the 
ponds at Bradlaugh Fields. 

“It appears that natural 


groundwater is not, at this 
time of year, sufficient to 
keep the ponds topped up. 

A spokesperson for the 
Wildlife Trust said: “The 
‘hedge removal’ is a non- 
story- the photo that 
was tweeted 
showed an area 
where black¬ 
thorn was 
removed (black¬ 
thorn can be 
invasive in some 
areas-and grows 
back incredibly 
quickly) - in the 
background is very ver¬ 
dant green hedgerow - this 
is the medieval hedgerow - 
not touched or damaged by 
Anglian Water.”

£14m expansion 
plan for museum

Northampton Borough Council is selling the 
historic Egyptian statue of Sekhemka in order 
to help pay for the £14m expansion of the 
museum and art gallery. 

The council aim to sell the statue at Christie’s 
in London on July 10 and expected it to sell for 
£4m to £6m. 

They have been in contact with Lord 
Northampton whose family donate the stat¬ 
ute to the town more than a hundred years 
ago. 

Roundtable talks have meant Lord 
Northampton has agreed to the sale and he 
will receive 45 per cent of the sale price and 
the borough council will get 55 per cent. 

Cabinet Member for Community 
Engagement, Cllr Brandon Eldred said: “I 
think personally it is going to be great and 
beneficial to the town. 

“People are going to see artefacts which they 
have never been able to see before from the 
collection. 

“I hope so I see this as a one off at this time I 


cannot see anything in our collection which 
we want to sell in the future to fund any other 
projects. 

“This is going to be a major project, £14m of 
public money and we are looking to put this 
back into the museum services. 

“I would never say never but I do not think¬ 
ing I would if it is Northampton based, built in 
Northampton and relevant to Northampton 
people then I would be looking to keep it.” 

The £14m plans will see an imposing new 
entrance gallery created to the museum on 
Guildhall Road, along with new galleries, an 
education suite and a retail area. 

The new development will position 
Northampton as a leading regional museum 
focussed on history, art and Northampton’s 
footwear heritage. 

There will also be a major refurbishment of 
Abington Park museum, which will focus on 
the building’s connection with William 
Shakespeare and on the history of the 
Northamptonshire Regiments. 

The borough council will explore Abington 
Manor, can be used for other purposes such as 
conferences or weddings. 

It is anticipated work will begin in 2016.

A Northampton couple fight¬ 
ing extradition to the USA 
over an alleged work expens¬ 
es fraud have lost their final 
battle to stop it going ahead.

The stage is set for the Grand Depart of 
the UK's first international women’s 
cycling stage-race. 

In just days Northamptonshire will wel¬ 
come 96 of the world’s top female cyclists 
for The Women’s Tour. 

The race will take place over five stages 
between Wednesday 7 and Sunday May 
11, starting in Oundle at 11am and arriv¬ 
ing in Northampton at 1.40pm. 

The following stage then begins in 
Leicestershire, which will run back 
through the county onto Bedfordshire, 
then onto Essex and Hertfordshire, with 
the final stage finishing in Bury St 
Edmunds, Suffolk. 

Fourteen teams in total will feature the 
likes of World and Olympic Champion 
Marianne Vos, British and UCI World 
Cup leader Lizzie Armistead, and reign¬ 
ing British Circuit Race Champion 
Hannah Barnes. 

There will be 10 countries in total tak¬ 
ing part including USA, Great Britain, 


Italy, Mexico, Netherlands, Norway, 
Spain, Belgium and Australia. 

All the cyclists will be competing on 
each day for five coveted jerseys - The 
Friends Life Yellow jersey, Yodel Direct 
Points jersey, Strava Queen of the 
Mountains jersey, Matrix Fitness Best 
Young Rider jersey and the Leukaemia 
and Lymphome Research Best British 
Rider jersey. 


The famous yellow jersey is awarded to 
the person leading the race overall. 

The points jersey is awarded to the best 
sprinter, the mountain’s jersey will go to 
the best mountain climber, the young 
rider jersey goes to the leading U-23 rider 
and the best British rider jersey is award¬ 
ed to the leading British rider. 

You can watch highlights of the race on 
each night on ITV4 at 9pm.

Road closures 

Road closures in Northampton and 
Oundle for the Women’s Tour cycling 
event have now been finalised. The 
first stage of the race starts in 
Oundle on Wednesday, May 7 and fin¬ 
ishes later that day in Northampton 
town centre. 

Northampton closures: 

■ From 4.30am to 7pm on 
Wednesday, May 7 a large part of the 
town centre will be closed to traffic 
including Derngate, St Giles Street, 
Castilian Street, Spring Gardens, 
Hazelwood Road, Albion Place, 
Bedford Place and part of Guildhall 
Road. 

■ There will be a 

secondary closure enforced about 
one hour prior to the arrival of the 
cyclists - this is set to begin between 
midday and 12.30pm. From this time 
Victoria Promenade, Cheyne Walk 
and Bedford Road will be closed to 
traffic until around 1.30pm to 2pm 
(after the cyclists have passed 
through). 

Oundle closures: 

■ Due to the Tour Party on the eve of 
the Women’s Tour, closures will be in 
place from 9.30am on Tuesday, May 6 
until 1.30pm on Wednesday, May 7. 
The following roads will be closed to 
traffic: West Street, Market Place, 
New Street, North Street (from the 
junction with Blackpot Lane to 
Market Place), St Osyths Lane. 

■ There will be a secondary 
closure along Milton Road to accom¬ 
modate a procession of the riders 
prior to their departure from Oundle. 
This will be in place from 10.30am 
until 11.15am. 

■ Between Oundle and Northampton 
there will be a rolling road closure 
managed by a team of police and 
specialist cycle race motorcyclists 
travelling in advance of the riders to 
ensure that the route is clear and 
safe. It is anticipated to take up to 30 
minutes for the race convoy to pass 
any given point along the route.

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Cycling is coming home for our Hannah

As far as county cycling star Hannah 
Barnes is concerned, ‘Cycling is 
coming home’. 

Northamptonshire is counting 
down the days until the opening 
stage of Britain’s first ever profes¬ 
sional women’s stage race The 
Women’s Tour, which starts in 
Oundle on May 7. 

Barnes, a young British road and 
track cyclist, will compete in The 
Women’s Tour in May which will 
take place over five stages between 
Wednesday, May 7, and Sunday, May 
11, with the first stage finishing in 
Northampton town centre. 

When the Towcester girl first heard 
the news it was starting in the coun¬ 
ty and that she would soon be 
cycling on home soil, she took to 
Twitter to say: “Just read the 1st stage 
of @thewomenstour is starting in my 
home county. Super exciting and 
hopefully the girls can put on a good 
show.” 

The 20-year-old, who turns 21 on 4 
May, predicts the event will be a big 
positive for the county. 

“This event is going to be huge for 
Northamptonshire,” Hannah told 
the Northants Herald and Post. 

“I’m so excited and I can’t wait to 
come back. 

“Of course I’m nervous as there 
will be top cyclists there, but with it 
being in my home county it’s going 
to be pretty cool. 


“There will be a lot of people com¬ 
ing over to watch, so I’m really look¬ 
ing forward to it and it’s really nice 
to be able to go home as I haven’t 
been back for three months.” 

Hannah, whose cycling career was 
sparked when she was 10-years-old 
by her parents who both raced in 
mountain bike events, has been liv¬ 
ing in America this year with her 
current team UnitedHealthcare. 

At the start of her career she joined 
Milton Keynes’ Team Keyne and 
began to compete in national events. 


One of those was a national series 
event in Sunderland, which Hannah 
still counts as her most cherished 
prize. 

At 13-years-old she was spotted by 
the British Cycling Talent Team and 
moved to join the more track-based 
Palmer Park Velo in Reading. 

At under-14 level, Barnes then won 
the omnium title at the national 
championships - a trophy which was 
won in the previous year by Laura 
Trott, who went on to take gold in 
the event at London 2012. 


Barnes continued to win trophies 
at under-16 as well as the junior 
British National Time Trial 
Championships. She then went on to 
win the British National Circuit Race 
Championships at senior level in 
2010 and 2011. She won the event 
again in 2013. 

Barnes, a former pupil at Sponne 
School in Towcester, has been riding 
for professional teams across the 
world since 2008, including Node 4 
- Giordana Racing, Motorpoint, 
Team Ibis and MG Maxifuel. 


“I said last weeks to all my team 
mates that this is like the coolest job 
in the world. I never thought that I’d 
one day be living in America, it’s 
amazing,” Hannah added. 

“I’ve enjoyed every moment, my 
career has taken me to some very 
weird and wonderful places I never 
thought I would go to. 

“At the women’s tour I will be rac¬ 
ing the roads I have trained on for 
the last 10 years, so it’s really great. 

“I know my family can’t wait and 
all my friends are going to go crazy - 
it’s going to be so much fun. 

When asked if she has any hopes to 
go for the next Olympics, Hannah 
said: “Of course, I wouldn’t do this if 
I didn’t have ambitions and goals 
and the Olympics is definitely one of 
them. 

“But at the moment I’m just work¬ 
ing hard for the next race and if it 
happens it happens.” 

Asked what this event will mean to 
women’s cycling and to 
Northamptonshire, she said: “It is 
going to mean a lot to the cycling 
world, the buzz that it’s getting 
already from all the public on social 
media is huge and everyone just 
can’t wait for it. 

“This is going to put the county on 
the map and I know everyone will 
love the roads as I love them.” 

You can find out more about 
Hannah and the world of women’s 
cycling at the Women On Wheels 
exhibition which runs until June at 
Northampton Museum.

Find us on 
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World Cup leader Lizzie raring 
to go for the inaugural tour

Britain’s Lizzie Armitstead is 
now looking forward to The 
Women’s Tour in Britain after 
retaining her lead in the World 
Cup by finishing second in the 
women’s Flech Wallone race in 
Belgium. 

Armitstead, who was beaten by 
France’s Pauline Ferrand-Prevot. 
with Elisa Longo Borghini of Italy 
crossing the line in third place, 
has continued her excellent early 
season form ahead of an eagerly 
anticipated showdown next 
month with Marianne Vos - the 
Dutchwoman who beat 
Armitstead to gold in the Olympic 
road race in London - at the inau¬ 
gural Women’s Tour, a five-day 
stage race on British roads. 

At the start of this season the 
height Lizzie Armitstead’s Spring 
ambitions was to get back into the 
groove after a testing, injury 
plagued, 2013 when she struggled 
to build in any fitness, form and 
confidence. 

But here we are at the end of 
April and after four quick fire 


World Cup races - one first and 
three second places - Armitstead 
is leading the UCI World Cup 
rankings by 160 points. 

Armitstead said in an interview 
with TheTour.co.uk that the 
World Cup isn’t really a season’s 
goal for the her. 

The Olympic Silver medal win¬ 
ner will not be travelling to China 
either after the inaugural Friends 
Life Women’s Tour for the next 
round at Chongming Island nor 
indeed will she be at Round Six, 
the Sparkassen Giro in Bochum, 
which clashes with the 
Commonwealth Games. 

She said: “It’s funny how it goes 
but the World Cup itself wasn’t 
really a target at all, although we 
had our eyes on one of two of the 
races in particular, and yet it has 
gone very well so far. 

“The Commonwealth Games 
and the World Championships 
are strong personal goals this 
season the Women’s Tour and the 
La Course one day race on the last 
day of the Tour de France, which 
finishes on the Champs Elysees, 
are going to be very big and high 


profile events for my team Boels 
Dolmans. 

“The fact it that 2012 was a huge 
year for me, mentally and physi¬ 
cally, and I probably paid the 
price a bit in 2013 when there was 
a lot of accumulated fatigue and I 
picked up a few injury niggles. 
There was no panic though I 
knew what was happening so 
come the winter I took the chance 
to relax and really rest first before 
starting to quietly work away 
though the winter. 

“I started the season very fresh 
but what I probably couldn’t 
anticipate so much was that I 
would be in such good form. 

“There are no plans yet to 
change my programme so I will 
race an abbreviated World Cup 
schedule and if that is enough to 
win the title, all well and good. 

“I certainly won’t be going to 
China, which starts just a couple 
of days after the Women’s Tour 
which became a big priority for 
me as soon as it was announced 
and then I will definitely miss 
another round when the 
Commonwealth Games are on. 


The Road race in Glasgow is a big 
target although racing in La 
Course will rule out any track rac¬ 
ing 

“I’ve been pretty vocal in my 
support for women’s cycling 
being treated properly and on an 
equal footing with the men so 
obviously am very excited about 
the Women’s Tour. 

“I am totally behind what the 
organisers are doing and the eth¬ 
ics behind the race if you like but 
as we get closer, being a racer, my 
focus is simply on the race itself 
and how we can perform best as a 
team. 

“Being a new event we have no 
real prior knowledge of the fin¬ 
ishes and expected conditions -1 
would imagine there could be a 
couple of windy days - so we will 
be looking at the race manual and 
scrambling to get all the informa¬ 
tion I can in the next few days. 
What we do know is that we have 
five reasonably short stages and a 
very competitive field with most 
of the top teams and racers pre¬ 
sent so I am expecting some real¬ 
ly hectic finishes.”

It ought to be 
a bit quicker and it should be a lot more 
economical, but there’s so much that’s 
right about this package that it’s possible 
to overlook those shortcomings.

Tanvir the third 
overseas player 
to slip through 
Northants’ hands

Losing by 60 runs to Lancashire in their 
latest County Championship fixture 
only added to the frustrations of head 
coach David Ripley after 
Northamptonshire missed out on a third 
overseas signing. 

After deals for Australian bowler 
Jackson Bird and South African all- 
rounder Rory Kleinveldt fell through 
because of injuries, Northants had 
agreed a deal to take on Pakistan’s all 
rounder Sohail Tanvir. 

However, their hopes have been dashed 
yet again because the 29-year-old has 
been called into a 36-man training camp 
by the Pakistan Cricket Board, which 
has taken the county by surprise. 

Ripley said: “It was a body blow to lose 
him because we’ve had three players 
with contracts signed and three haven’t 
arrived. 

“That's quite unusual to get that far 
down the road and then to lose them so 
we’re very disappointed with how that 
went. 

“This training camp just appeared and 
36 people seems a very high number to 
me but it’s out of our hands. 

“It would have been nice to have known 
about that so it’s just back to the drawing 
board.” 

Northants were defeated for the second 
week running, but in different circum¬ 
stances to their innings loss at Yorkshire 
as they fell short against Lancashire in 
chasing a victory target of 240. 

A superb 87 off 192 balls from James 
Middlebrook while wickets tumbled 
around him looked to be pushing them 
towards the finishing line on the final 
day. But his dismissal saw the Wantage 
Road outfit’s hopes disappear with him 
as Lancashire, inspired by 10 wickets in 
the match from England paceman James 
Anderson, eventually prevailed. 

All this after they had been bowled out 
by their hosts for just 119 on the first day 
of what turned out to be a thrilling game. 

On the result, Ripley said: “It was a 
tight game and at the moment we feel as 
though we’re competing well and show¬ 
ing good effort and commitment. 

“It’s just that when we get a chance to 
get a foothold in the game, it’s slipping 
past us. 

“We had a couple of opportunities in 
this game when they were five down and 
even on the final morning we had two 
lads who had battled very hard. 

“We needed less than 100 at that point 
and I thought we’d get there but we’re 
just not grabbing those key moments.” 

Northants suffered yet another blow as 
Oily Stone was added to an already 
lengthy injury list as he became the lat¬ 
est player to suffer a broken finger and 
will be out for several weeks. 

However, Ripley hopes this particular 
crisis will ease in the weeks ahead, say¬ 
ing: “David Sales will hopefully be com¬ 
ing up to Durham MCCU next week for a 
hit. 

“We’re hopeful in the next couple of 
weeks to get David Willey somewhere 
near bowling and Rob Keogh could be 
back next week. 

“James Kettleborough has been play¬ 
ing in the second team along with 
Graeme White so hopefully we’ll be get¬ 
ting a few more bodies to select from.” 


Hard graft helps Saints to 
second final of the year

Sam Dickinson said that Saints’ 
hard work had paid off with the 
club now having a second cup 
final of the season to look for¬ 
ward to. 

Northampton saw off Harlequins 
18-10 in Friday night’s Amlin 
Challenge Cup semi final at 
Franklin’s Gardens to book a 
showpiece date with Bath at the 
Cardiff Arms Park on May 23. 

Their place in the final of 
Europe’s second most prestigious 
competition follows the run to the 
LV= Cup final this season, which 
Saints lost to Exeter Chiefs in 
March and also comes after a 
recovery from a blip in league 
form. 

Saints had lost three straight 
games in the Premiership before 
they halted that run by beating 
London Irish on April 20, but the 
team now look to have cleared 
that hurdle after some improved 
performances - especially against 
a fine Quins side who went into 
Friday’s game in great form. 

“We had that blip in the 
Premiership and we’ve tried to 
concentrate on ourselves, our pro¬ 
cesses and how we’re going to fix 
those things,” said 29-year-old 
back row Dickinson. 

“It’s paid dividends and we’ve 
come out on top. It is brilliant to 
be in another final as it’s why we 
play the game.” 

Saints face a dress rehearsal 
with Bath, who beat Wasps 28-14 
at Adams Park in their semi-final, 
in a Premiership clash in Somerset 
tomorrow evening. 

Northampton, in second, are 
seven points ahead of their third 
place opponents with two games 
to play, meaning that a victory

would secure a top two finish in 
the standings and a home semi¬ 
final in the Premiership play-offs. 

A defeat, however, would take 
the battle for home advantage to 
the final match against Wasps at 
the Gardens, so there is plenty rid¬ 
ing on tomorrow’s trip. 

It means that for now, thoughts 
of the Amlin final are firmly on 
the back burner. 

“We won’t be getting ahead of 
ourselves,” added Dickinson. 


This thought was shared by 
director of rugby Jim Mallinder. 

He said: “What we will do is put 
it to bed now for a few weeks. 

“Friday is all important, we win 
and we’re guaranteed a home 
semi which is what we want. 

“I know we have two opportuni¬ 
ties but we’re not looking at 
Wasps.” 

Participation in the Premiership 
play-offs mean Saints remain on 
course to reach three finals and

they will be desperate for some 
silverware after past disappoint¬ 
ments - including the LV= defeat 
to the Chiefs this year and the 
Premiership loss to Leicester last 
season. 

“It’s where the club wants to be 
and it’s where the players want to 
be,” said Mallinder. “You don’t 
want weeks off during the season. 

“You don’t get many opportuni¬ 
ties in your playing or coaching 
career.” 


Containing Care key to sealing final spot 


Northampton Saints director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder admitted 
nullifying the threat of Danny 
Care was the key to the Saints 
overcoming Harlequins yet again 
this season to book a place in the 
Amlin Challenge Cup final. 

Scrum-half Care, who shone for 
England during this year’s Six 
Nations, could do little to pene¬ 
trate Northampton as tries from 
Tom Collins and Kahn Fotuali’i 
either side of half-time sent them 
on their way to Cardiff. 

Former England international 
Nick Easter did his best to get 
Quins back into the game but 
they couldn’t add to his second- 
half try as they lost to Saints for 


the third time from three match¬ 
es this season. 

Stephen Myler also outscored 
Ben Botica eight points to five 
with the boot and Northampton 
boss Mallinder insisted not 
allowing Quins - and Care in par¬ 
ticular - to play was a vital ingre¬ 
dient in the win. 

“It was a hard-fought win and it 
was always going to be tough. 
Quins are a good side and they 
value the competition,” he said. 

“They wanted to win it and you 
see from the team they put out 
that they were going to be com¬ 
petitive. 

“We had to work hard for it. We 
were brilliant defensively for 80 
minutes, stopped a lot of their 
threats, Danny Care in particu¬ 


lar. We took our opportunities in 
attack and our half-backs were 
very, very good at giving us field 
position and putting us in the 
right places.” 

And, while focusing on Care for 
Quins, Mallinder insisted 
Northampton owed a debt of 
gratitude to their wing pairing of 
Collins, who replaced George 
North in the first half, and Jamie 
Elliott. 

“Tom Collins has been great for 
us all season. He’s played in 
Europe and in the league for us 
and it was a great performance,” 
he added. 

“Jamie Elliott also needs a men¬ 
tion. They’re both young, English 
wingers and they’re local as well. 
It’s pleasing.”

Chris Wilder is taking nothing for 
granted despite the Cobblers being 
in a box seat for Football League 
survival going into the last game 
of the season. 

The 3-0 victory over Dagenham & 
Redbridge last weekend lifted 
Northampton out of the relegation 
zone at the expense of Wycombe 
Wanderers - who were beaten 2-1 at 
home by fellow strugglers Bristol 
Rovers who also remain in trouble. 

A point for the Cobblers against 
Oxford at Sixfields will be enough 
to ensure League Two safety and 
Northampton will survive regard¬ 
less of what they do if Wycombe fail 
to win at already relegated Torquay. 

But a victory for Wycombe and 
defeat for the Cobblers will con¬ 
demn Town to relegation and non¬ 
league football in the Conference, 
so the stakes still remain extremely 
high for Wilder’s men despite the 
odds swinging in their favour. 

“The job isn’t finished, there is 
still another game to go and there 
is a lot of work still to be done,” said 
the Northampton manager. 

“We’ve got ourselves above the 
line and we are in a position now 
where it is in our own hands. That 
is very much down to a collective 
effort from everybody and we just 
need one more big push. 

“There is an unbelievable unity 
about the club at the moment, right 
through from the staff to most 
importantly the supporters. 


“I’m sure it will be a sell out on 
Saturday and there will be a crack¬ 
ing atmosphere. 

“We’ve got to make sure that we 
are bang up for it on Saturday and 
I’m one hundred per cent sure that 
we will be. 

“We’re not taking anything for 
granted, mad things happen in 
football and on the last day of the 
season and we know that we’ve still 
got a job to do. 

“If we do our job on Saturday then 
the rest will take care of itself. We 
want to finish the season off on a 
high and the players are deter¬ 
mined to do that.” 


Oxford are ideal opponents for 
the scriptwriters with the U’s being 
the club that Wilder left for Sixfields 
in January, following the sacking of 
Aidy Boothroyd in December. 

Wilder left with the Kassam 
Stadium outfit safely in the play-off 
positions but they have struggled 
since his departure, slipping out of 
promotion contention under new 
manager Gary Waddock. 

Their poor run has seen them lose 
six out of the last seven games since 
Waddock’s appointment but they 
could prove to be dangerous oppo¬ 
nents with little to now play for on 
the final day. 


Wilder, however, is keen to shrug 
off the link with his former club 
and simply concentrate on the job 
he has with Northampton. 

“Saturday is not about me facing a 
former club, it is about getting the 
result we need,” he said. 

“We are not safe. We need a big 
effort on Saturday. We have always 
believed and still do. 

“We have been under pressure for 
months but the whole club has 
handled it well. Last week means 
nothing if we don’t finish the job.” 

Bristol Rovers will host mid-table 
Mansfield in their final fixture of 
the season.

It was Shrewsbury mark two, or make that 
three. Northampton v Dagenham with the 
Cobblers likely down if they’d lost. The pubs at 
Liverpool Street heaved like the Town’s Bridge 
Street on a Saturday night before the shoe 
army descended on Dagenham proper. 

A flare was lit as the players took to the field, 
fans sheltering under its scarlet glow and visu¬ 
alising a way to down the Daggers. 

A teenage dream’s so hard to beat and so it 
proved as eighteen year-old Ivan Toney scored 
twice as the Cobblers claimed a crucial 3-0 
win. Youth product Toney, who hadn’t expect¬ 
ed to start the match, scored an eighth minute 
diving header before getting his kicks with an 
over-head volley that will go down as one of the 
best in the club’s recent history. 

The smoke from the “pyro” had just about 
cleared the nostrils of the twelve hundred 
Northampton supporters when Toney headed 



an in-swinging Ian Morris cross past Jordan 
Seabright. Toney has a Will Smith hair-cut 
circa 1990 and his afro-assisted goal sent the 
travelling faithful bonkers. One fan ran out of 
the overspill terrace onto the pitch clenching 
both fists in delight that shot-shy Cobblers had 
actually scored. 

Northampton hadn’t notched for three 
straight matches (barring opposition goal¬ 
keeper errors) and the unusual experience of 


celebrating a well-worked goal was to continue 
as Ian Morris scored a stonker of his own to 
double the Cobblers’ lead. Chris Hackett sent 
in a twelfth minute corner which was repelled 
high into the air by the Daggers before drop¬ 
ping onto Morris’ left foot. The Irish midfielder 
hit a controlled, first time, up and under volley 
into the top right-hand corner of Seabright’s 
net from twenty yards. 

Despite having good technique, Morris has 
never been a fans’ favourite but made amends 
for a poor start to the season in the best way 
possible. Yet it was Toney who had the real 
swagger, polishing off a storming first half for 
the Cobblers. On forty minutes Darren Carter 
whipped in a left footed corner which Seabright 
fumbled towards the penalty box and a waiting 
Toney teed himself up before smashing a bicy¬ 
cle kick into the bottom right corner of the 
Daggers’ net. 

Both Morris’ and Toney’s goals could have 
come from a school-yard game of “headers and 
volleys” and showed that time for free thought 
can be found in the most stressful situations. 
Each goal hanged in the air as supporters 
craned their necks, their hearing strained for 
the ripple of the net. 

By now the Northampton support were 
beside themselves with the conflicting emo¬ 
tions of a game won by half time: joy that the 
Cobblers had stuck three past their opponents 


but irritation at a long season gone awry. 

An advertising hoarding in the Daggers’ Bury 
Road End read “Utopia Travel” and the away 
support couldn’t have dreamed of an easier 
route through the game. “You are my sun¬ 
shine” they sang as a shoe was thrown onto the 
pitch, its owner hopping as his friends laughed 
and then a beach ball bounced twice off an 
oblivious steward’s head. 

The beach ball was apt given the perfor¬ 
mance of a mid-table Dagenham side who were 
not so much “on the beach” as sleeping off a 
fifteen course meat meze after a month long 
Cypriot holiday. Not that the Cobblers’ fans 
cared as they cheered the final whistle. 

A lone lad made a break from the away end to 
greet the winning side but was corralled by 
overzealous stewards, who tried to rip the shirt 
off his back. But like the Cobblers’ league sta¬ 
tus, it hung on. 

As the shoe army made their way back to 
Northampton, the fried chicken shops and nail 
bars of East London gave way to golden fields of 
oilseed rape and they had time to reflect on a 
long season, one almost ruined by Aidy 
Boothroyd but quite possibly, saved in 
Dagenham. 

Chris Wilder’s side are now three points out¬ 
side the relegation zone needing a draw against 
Oxford on Saturday to guarantee their league 
status.

Northampton Town need just a point 
from their final game of the season to 
complete the great escape and ensure 
that their 94 year stay in the Football 
League continues. 

Local boy Ivan Toney fired the 
Cobblers to the edge of survival with a 
deadly double in the 3-0 win at 
Dagenham & Redbridge - one of the 
most precious victories for the club in 
years. 

The striker stepped up to the mark at 
the age of just 18 and made himself an 
instant hero in a match which saw him 
make only his second senior start for 
his home town club. His second goal - a 
stunning bicycle kick which made it 
3-0 - will live long in the memory as 
Northampton climbed out of the 
League Two relegation zone for the first 
time since September. 

It means that a draw will be enough 
when Oxford United visit Sixfields on 
Saturday but the Cobblers will be tak¬ 
ing nothing for granted as their quest 
to avoid the Conference and non¬ 
league football goes to the final day. 

Anything other than a win for 
Wycombe Wanderers at already rele¬ 
gated Torquay will also be enough for 
Town regardless of what they do, but 
the last day is always a nervy affair and 
the fact that it is boss Chris Wilder’s 
former club Oxford visiting is sure to 
add extra spice to what promises to be 
a roller-coaster occasion.
